Meridian, 
whieli is still in training aud likely to materially increase his winnings before bis owner retires him perma- 
iieiitly, Koi’ky O’Brien is one that closely approached the $25,000 mark.

Only Disturbing Element in Outlook for Success* 
ful Meeting-^uarez Horses Freely Entered. 



Tulsa. Ok la., April 10. — What promises to be the 
best race m<a*ting c^ver ln*ld here, providing Goveitt- 
or Cniee does imm carry info elTeet his threat of some 
time since to call out the militia, if necessary, to 
sUqi h<M>kinakiiig in 4‘onuection with the racing, will 
op<*ii loinorrow uiuler the auspices of the Tulsa 
.lcK*key Club, of wlilch R. J. Allison is general 
maiiug<*r. .More aU4l l»etter horses are here and ready 
til engage iu the racing than ever Itefore and public 
ill I crest in the sport is nmning high. 

'I'hose iu control of the course express a confidence 
that if Go\ernor Cnice attempts to interfere they 
will he able to thwart him. They maintain that the 
governor, iiiuler the law, has no 'right to take an.v 
steps tow’ard stopping eith4*r racing or bookmakliig. 
1'hey i»roff*ss to have w'ritteu opinions fn»m a iloaeii 
of the slate’s leading lawyers uiiauimously to the 
elTeet that there is nothing iu the Oklahoma law 
t(* |H*i*elmle a race meeting ami tlie selling of pools. 
Aliy attempt on I he part of the govermvr to u.se 
the state militia in stiqqiing betting will be met 
hy an apolieation to tin* Supreme t'ourt for a writ 
of inaiidamus 4*iijoiuing him from takiug a hand. 

r»*f4*renduin pi*tiiiou asking that the question 
of wht*tlu*r rai*e betting shall be allowed be sub- 
mitted to a vote, was eirenlated over the state after 
the Legislature of 191;; enacted a measure for- 
bidding iKXikmakiiig. Tlie requisite number of sig- 
natures W’as secup«M anti the |^‘tition w’as duly filedi 
with tlie Secretary of state. Until after the election 
iie.vt August, when tlie nnittep will be voted on. 
there is no law to prevent betting, it Is the elaini 
of the race track men. 

The meeting is seheditle<l to run for nineteen 
days, which would be imtii and inelmling May 2, 
Horses, owners and jockeys who participated iu 
th»* re<*ent winter meeting at Juarez will figure 
large iu the racing her<*.

The wonderful stud of .M. E. Blanc, stretching 
along the lee of the fortress of -Mount Valerien, is 
nuapiu'oachable in its glorious surroundings. The- 
spot where I.a Fouillenso is situated is an ideal one 
fi»r the raising of thoroughbreds, which an* more 
suseeptible to ouvironmeut than many of us are 
read.v to admit. The suitability of the Vaucresson 
distiiel to the bieediug and rearing of bloodstock 
lias Im'Cii abundantly pro\M*tl by the fact that the 
fresh blwd which M. E. Bluuc‘ imported from Eng- 
land has .iccli mall zed itself snrprisiugly quick, 
chief of all being that of Flying Fox, which may be 
deserilKul as the backbone of the wlnde stinl. 

[ Wheth»*r ll»e extreme use of it which has beeu 
made is wise lime ean only prove. For rny part. 

1 do not ihink it advisable to use the blood of one 
horse to such au overwhelming extent as M. Blanc 
lias done. Of the 5."i mares at I.u Foulleusc, twelve 
arc by Flying Fox. eight by his son Ajax, and one 
by Adam, and luaelicaliy all The rc.st not related 
to Flying Fo.x are cuutinuoii.sly bred to Ajax. 

These breeding prijiciples, i.e.. to make the whole 
fill me of a stud subject to the iutlueuce of out* par- 
ticular strain, are at variance with those wliicli 
have proved so highly ctlicient in Eugluiid. I ueeil 
only allude to the ideas and practice of the late 
Sir ’Pat ton Sykes, who, despite the many opiK>r- 
tunitii^ which presented themselves, never retained 
one of the nuinerou.s great stallions which he bred 
for his own use at SUdmere. In my opinion it is 
not .suipiisiug that iiniongst the foals whicli 1 have 
seen at La F'oulletise those which appeared lo me 
to be tbc best were out mares not bred 

oil fashionable lines. A lilly like the five- weeks-old 
Iwiy by Ajax out of Rose Mous.se. by Laiiua.v — Me- 
deola, by Chalet, is one of The best 1 have ever 
seen at that age. In this ea.se one should t>e able 
to judge how htuelieial the old V'reucb blood is in 
toning down an all too rmwerfiil iutlueuce of the 
fashionable English hhaal. That is apparent already 
ill the iustanci* of F'lyiug Fox’s matings with Amie, 
a daughter of Clumart. Their son Ajax does not 
resemble his defunct sire in The slightest degree. 
He is a much more powerful and heavier type <»f 
burse, ami hniger in the baek, than any 1 have 
ever seen amongst niciubers of this particular male 
line. He t;»k«*s decidedly after his dam, and I am 
lolil that very rarely does his stock show any dis- 
tinct traces of Flying Fox. Ajax. Imwewr, is niated 
in the usual luuiiiier — that is to say, particular 
stress is laid on the snpiwscd hereditary strength 
of hi.*> lu.nlc blood. ThLs, in my opinion, will ac- 
count for the fact that he has not yet done so well 
as was expected. 1‘ossibly ,M. E. Bhiuc is aware 
of the m'cessity of liuving recourse to a railical out- 
cross, judging by his purchase of such slallious as 
IlerniL. Black Saud and Veiwxid. 'Fhe first-named 
is partly .\iiiericyn-lued. Black S?aud is the iast 
good desceuUaut of Hermit wiiich we had in Eug- 
laiidt while Verweatd is a grandson of Grey Leg. 
A stud owner wln> could claUii such successes as 
•M. Blanc has cnjo^'cd would no doubt hesitate Im*- 
fore embarkiug upon such radical outcrossps. 

Apart from this narticular mutter, there is at 
La FoiiilJeuse a colloctkin of broodmares that is 
surely ime<|uulled in auy other stud in the world. 
This proves what a great Judge of thoroughbred.s 
M. Blanc must be. It appears to me that he has 
never hf»ughl mares at fancy prices, but has care- 
fully .-elected such daughters of Ladas, Isinglass. 
(4ailiuule. etc., a^s could be relied upon to impart 
typical chiHacteTs of these strains to their stock. 
It may. tlierefoie. l»p said that au.v return to 
proper breeding methods, such as I regard those 
adopt*.Ml by experienced Englisli breeders, i^ certain 
to pi*o 4 liu*c successful results and give further proof 
of the correctness of the principle of the old school 
of breeders, that for a coniiniiauce of successes one 
must rely chiefly upon the quality of the broodmares 
and not upon the efforts of one stallion, however 
great he may be. That Flying Fox has proved au 
imiuediaie sucet*ss at lh«* stud is, in my opinion, 
chiefly dm* to the principles which have for a de 
eade guided .M. E. Blanc in the selection of bis 
broutlmares. As lo the farther influence of Flying 
Fox’s blo'Mi at L.a Foiiilleuse. it is still doubtful 
whether any one of Lis sons will be able to pass on 
the line.
